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ABSTRACT 

Institutions were asked to send data on the total 
number of graduates fro« degree programs in Technical Edacation 
Centers who applied to their institutions^ and the total nuiiber who 
were accepted. Results indicated that: (1) No applicant who coapleted 
an AAS degree prograaj was denied adnission to a public i*-year 
institution and that applicants who had not completed their degree 
prograns were generally adoitted if their acadeaic records reflected 
soae miniouiB quality of acadeaic achievement, (2) Out of 17 cases of 
students who transferred from nondegree programs in Technical 
Education Centers, 11 students received some credit for diplpija work 
coopleted in Technical Education Centers* (3) One hundred and eleven 
students transferred from AAS degree programs at Technical Education 
Centers to a-year public institutions in the fall term of 1972. Of 
these 111, 59 had received their associate degrees, 51 had not 
completed their associat^i degree programs, and one student^s status 
was unknown. The conclusion suggests the need for a reexamination, 
based on the above facts, of present transfer policies in terns of 
sound educational criteria, thus leading to greater statewide 
consistency in this area. (Author/MJM)

By February of 19?), eipht tecJinical education centers tiad been fuUy 
accredited as '\Special Purpose Inslitutions" by the Cort^niission on Collep.e^^ of tlie 
vSoulhcru Associatio]! of CollcL^es and Schools, In order to receive this accredit-' 
iition, these centers had lo dcn^onstrate that general education courses were 
(aii^ht by qualified faculty at a collegiate leveL Neverliielcss, in March of tlie 
same year thi^ Comriiission oirMl^^her Education becanic aware thai there was a 
concensus among tlie registrars and deans of the pviblic colleges tluit no credits 
shovild l)e accepted for transfer from tlie Technical rjducation Centers because 
lliey were accredited as ''Special Purpose Institutions^".

In April, after a meeting of the deans and registrars of the pviblic colleges 
and universities^ Dr. Jatiies A. Morris, Commissioner of Higher Education, 
a])pointed a special comn^lttee v/ith representatives selected by the public college 
deans and rc.iMstrars, a representative of the Conuniltee for Tccluilcal Education, 
and a representative of the C oirinil s s i on on Higher ICducation, ^ Soon thereafter, 
it was agreed that a member sliould be nppoiiitcd lo represejU Lhe private sector 
of hlgjier education and ari appointn:ient w^a s made. During the spring and svimmer 
the cojiunittee wrote to many otlier slates and to the Southerj^ Association of 
CoMeges a»Kl Schools, anrl jnel \\\\\\ faculty 271 embers in selected disciplines from 
several repress c lUa t i v c ins I i tut i on ^ .

'J his policy is based on the premise ihat four -year injititviti ons 
acV;no\vlcd^^e llir i^ii;r«ificance of accreditation of lecl^nical edncatioji centers by 
the Connr^Lt si on r)n C>o)lccies of the Saullieru Associ^Uion d( Colle^i^es and Schools, 
and that thr^y will maintain a poi-itive attitude tCAVtird accepting credits iroiM sucii 
institutions. 

Specifically, we nrf,o all institutiuni> of l^vgher education lo accept aij.sociate 
degree credits frojn accredited technical education cei:;: crs for appropriate courses 
when t ach courses arc passed with j^rades acceptable for tranijfer credit, Wc 
further ur^e thai four-year inniitvUions take slc}>s to i)K.reaRe ariic\dalion wi'h 
tcclinical (Klucation cenliU's re^^sarding the co):iients of courses to be offered for 
transfer. We on:)p]ic« si ze tliat the question of "equivalency^' slioukl center arovnul 
the value of t)ic cojUent of a course to a general area of knov/ledge rctlier iliaj) to 
the strict ^iiniih'irit y of such course conLct:it to that of anotlicr course. 

In order lo reach the aliove rccoiin-ncjiclation , Ihe Committee studied four 
diverse subject areas; accounting, cncmistry, English, ajul mathematics. 
Faculty members from Clenison University, Furn^ian Uni versity^ the Unjvca*sity 
of Soullr Carolina, and several technical education centers wore ijiviled to evaluate 
iho cvn ricnla and delerminc potential transferability of basic courses- An example 
of how tin /j* Lr^msfer n^ay be accomplished in the four areas studied is provided 
by Clcmson University, \vl\ich has indicated acceptance of certain courses as follows:

l^y Jainiary of 197?., one more tec;hnlcaV odncaiion center had been accredited, 
the Soutiiern Ar>sociation of Cnllcfi^es and Schools had climLnatcd the '^special 
purpose" cla s !^ i f ication frorn accrcdUcd collegiate InsLiUii i on.s , and the Conii^ii.sslo)i 
on Higher lldiication had ap])J ovcd the coinnnltcc report and requested that tiic 
Con'^niisslon staff work towards obtaining', institutional iuiplcniontation of the 
rcconiniendations. At a meeting in March, llie acadennc cleans of the public 
colleges unaniinoiK^ly agreed lo work towards implenjcnlal Ion at their instllutionK. 
However, the Con-iniir;slon nien^bcrs again a^ked at their next i^iectlug whether 
all of the public colleges and universities were actually accepting transfer credit 
from technical educatioji centers, and the staff felt that there was a real need la 
asccrtair] the extent to which Ihe nov; reconiniendali ons v/ere being accepted, 
TliXts, on April 11, 19V2 a letter was sent to the presidents of (he four- 
year colleges and universities requesting infovuKition for a follov/-up study on 
the transferability of Tcclinical Education Ccjiter credits* A copy of this letter 
is attached. 

All of llic colleges and universities were most cooperative in submitting 
the requested inforniation and in ansv/cring any questioj^s that arose. The 
information was examined and where possible tabidated. The study is, of course, 
limited since it does not include transfers to private colteges or out-of-state 
Institutions; it does not inclvidc TV]C studctits in non-degree progran^s; and it 
is based on a stnall student sample from a single semester, the fall sevnester 
of 1972. Recogni />ing tl^ese limitations, and tJu; fact lhat eacli institution lias a 
legitimate right to determine its ov/n criteria for transfer of credits, v/c never- 
the less make tJic follov/ing observations. 

1. The institutions v/erc askcjd to send vis data on the total nin^^ber 
of graduates from degree programs in Technical Education Centers who 
ajDplicd to their institviti ons , and the total number v.'ho v/crc accepted. Al- 
Uiough the responses on this ilem were incomj^lete, it would appeal' tliat 
no applicant v/ho con^pleled an AAS degree program at a 'i'echnical Kducati on 
Center was denied admissi on to a pvibiic four -year institution, "and -iluat applicants : 
v/ho had not coniploted their degree programs v/ere gcnei'ally admitted if their 
aeadeniiic records i-eflecled some jninimupi qua 1 i ty of academic <achicven^ent

'Die raw data fron^ winch Tables I 
and n are derived support Ihc conclusion that ThX students transfer rvnj^ 
from TKC to four-year institutions tend to rcinain in the same area of the 
stale. For example, (he dafa in tlie tables show that 20 students trans- 
ferred from ]3erkeley-^GharlcslonW:)orchcster TKC and a total of I? trans- 
ferred into The CJitadel, the College of Charleston, and the iMedical Uni- 
versity of Souih Carolina, Kif;ht students transferred from Orangeburg- 
Calhoun Ti'X and seven studeiUs transferred into South Carolina State 
College; 23 students transferred from Florence -Darlington TEC, and 24 
students transferred to Francis Marlon College; 17 students transferred 
from York TEC and 17 students transferred to Winthrop; 1 student trans- 
ferred froni Tri-County T EC and 3 students trctnsfcr red to Clcmson; 27 
students transferred from Midlands TEC and 35 students transferred to 

the main campus of the University of South Carolina. 

Technical j>lucaLion Centers in con-m^unities v/hich also possessed 
branches of eith-n- university had very few transfer students. These in- 
stitutions include: Creenville, Hor ry-Geor getovm , S}.ar tanburg, and 
Sumter, Midlands TEC is not included in tins category since tlac Univer^ 
sity^s Midlands ]3rauch offers primarily occupational programs, 

ChesterfiekUMarlboro/rEC, which had no transfer students last 
year, awa rdcd only 29 degrees and is not proximate to any pviblic four-year 
institution. Furthermore, the University of South Carolina has niade 
freshman courses from the University available at Chesterfield ^Mark: ro

Ircrncly srnal), and their ox])ericnco cannot be considered r ej^resentalive 
of what would have happened had the sample been larger and dlslribwlod 
rnorc ecpially. Two of the Ihree slvidcnts transferred lo the same scliool 
wliich awarded no transfer credit to tlie majority of tlie stxtdents it accepted. 

The san^ple in Inisiness administration is Uar^^e cjiongh to have sorie 
significance, and we find a 30 hovir differential between the average TEC 
sejvK^steJ' lioui's com])ieted ajid the average semester hours accepted by 
four-year inst Ilvitions, Siniilarly, there is a 23 liour differential between 
the average TEC semester hour s con^ipletcd and the average semester hours 
accepted in the fields of education and liberal arts and sciences. The level 
of acceptance in tliesc fields by the four -year instiUitions is interesting 
considering that Technical Education Centers do not currently have programs 
in liberal arts and sciences and in educcUion, and less than lialf of Ihc stvidents 
transferring into lousiness adnnnistration were prc])ared in business tech- 
ziologies at Technical Education Ceniers. These data indicate that Technical 
Education Centers shoui'^ be able to .use a significant number of cour ses v/hich 
are currently in place as they develop Iheir transfer curricula in business 
adn^inistrati on and liberal arts and sciences. 

On the other hand, engineering appears by far to be the most diffi- 
cult field in which to obtain transfer credit. Of the 14 students transferring 
into Ciigineer ing, all but two had been in e/igineering technology programs 
in TlX', and these two were drafting and design n^ajors. Ten of tlie fourteen 
had completed Mieir rissociate dcgrcies, and ti^e group as a whole averaged 
the ecjviivalenl of 7?. semester hours -well above the rtverage jiumber com- 
pleted by stvicients in other fields and above the number of semester hour s 
usually completed in two years {ca, 60). Des]>itc this, onl y one student 
receive<l Tijorc than 7 hours transfer credit, and the average nvvn^jbcr of hov -s 
accepted v/as four, Noaie of the seven students transferring itUo engineering 
at tlie Ujiiversity of South Carol ina received any transfer credit at all. 
I'lius, the data suggest that Technical Education Centers should examine 
the facts extremely carefully before cstabli shing transfer j)rograrj).s in 
enginccring> since it appears that very few of the courses presently in 
place at the centers arc acceptable for transfer in this field, it v/ould 
also ap]:)ear Ifial enginecnung departments n^ay be conservative in their 
interpretation of transfcrr o.ble courses. For example, the University ol^^^^^ ; -

One oihei- f;eneral obr;ervation can be )riadc about the field of en~ 
Rin.eerii\g and cjigineerin^vt cchnologics. The data of Table IV shows that 
0), or over half, of tlie students I i*an sf er r in from degree programs in 
Technical l^ducation Centers transferred froi:ii drafting or englnecrijig 
tcchnologier,, Jn.s)^ccTion of Table III indicates that a total of only Z7 stu- 
dents transferred into fovir-year engineering or engineering technology 
programs. 'J'hus it would appear tJuit many engineering techncdogy students 
decide to leave the cngineeriiig field v/lien they pursue four-year degrees. 

I^xair/mal i Oil of 'i'alilo HI also sltows lliat studeJits entering the 
Bachelor of General Studies program at the University of South Carolina 
are losing less than one semester's v/ork in transfer, making this the 
program with tlie best averi ge transfer rabillty. Altliough much of tins 
ifv explainable, v/c thus have v,dthin ti^o main campus of one vaniver sity 
examples of boDi iha greatest and t})e least transfer rability. Five students, 
ail v/ilh their associate d(5grecs> averaging 73 sejne5;<;ir hour s from Tl'lC 
centers received lU) credit v/hon Ihcy transferred into engineering. 
}']ight studenis, averaging 58 semester hours in 'i'echnical JCducation 
Centers, received an averrage of 47 hours wlien they transferred into a 
tiaclielor of General Studies program. At U.S.C, j between these two 
extremes, six students v/ith an average of 40 semester hours at Tccli- 
nical Education Centers, received 18 hours in transfer to ljusincss ad- 
ministration; and 10 stuticnts with an average of 44 semester hours at 
Technical Education Centers received an average of 21 hours of trans- 
fer to arts and sciences or education.

The three students of these six who received Ihc grcalcsi an:iounl of trans- 
fer credit (54, 34, 3L^ semester iiours respectively) were all entering 
business adjrnju s lia tion or educatioji; none of them were enlering the 
J3aclielor of Cn ncral Studies ]>rogram. Francis Marion accepted no credit 
for anyone enterijii; tlieiv liberal arts pro^-rajn, and accepted credit for 
only one sludcr-.t t>nlerii]g the business progran^i. Even in thi?^ case, the 
one student was given 18 hours in lransf(;r afte]- having completed the 
equivalent of 80 senu-ster hours and liaving received his associate degree 
from a '.rechnical Education Center in business adn^ni stration. In cojitrast 
to Fraiicit^ Marion, V/ inthrop C ollegc accepted 17 students with an average 
of 5Cvc;emoGter hours coinpleied in Tt^chnical ICducation Cciiters, and trans- 
ferred in an average of 45 sci^iestcr hours, A student v/ho had completed 
the ecpiivalent of only 60 semester liours in b^.siness transferred to Winthrop^s 
business program and received fn'j ?-/3 hours transfer credit, 

Tlie main campus of the Univ*'>rsity, v/vth a sample of 34 students 
having completed ati average of 53 semester hour s at Technical Education 
CetiCers, accepted an average of 24 scrnestor hours> fairly close to the 
weighted averages for the lOZ students that made up the useable san^ple. 
From the linn/ed data, hov/ever; it appears that the University's regional 
campuses are less kind to transfer students from Technical Education Centers. 

Some of fho apparent ir.consistencies may well be explainable. 
One might speculate, for example, that in a year in wdiicn it is seeking 
accreditation FrajicEs Marion might tend to be less flexible than the other 
institutions in order to dejnonstratc that it is nminlaining "strict standard.:'', 

Jn any case, it should be renunTd)ered that the an>ount of transfer 
credU granted to any transfer student , whether lie has attended a T'echnical 
Education Center or another four^year university, is the pcrogative of 
the institution to winch the student transforms. This report brought io the 
attcnliun of our public four.-year coUegcs and universities IhosoTa^ts which 
may lead thom to reexamine their present transfer policies in terms of sound 
cducalional criteria. Hopefully, such examination will icac to greater
